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FEDERAL COURT RULES FOR HOSPITAL 


Word was received here Wednesday morn­ 
ing that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has refused to hear the case against the 
Hamlin Hospital District. 


In a letter to John Watts of Willingham and 
Watts, attorneys for the Hospital District, 
Michael Rodak Jr. clerk of the Supreme Court 
said: “The Court today denied the petition for 


a writ of certiorari in the above-entitled case ” 
The letter wa3 dated April 25, 1977, and the 
case referred to was entitled, “C. E. Carter, et 
a1, vs. Hamlin Hospital District, et a1.” 


Watts said Wednesday morning that the 
Hospital Board was extremely pleased and 
will immediately begin the remodeling of the 
hospital. 


The case has been in the courts for over a 
year with the first ruling in the case by 104th 
District Court Judge J Neil Daniel in favor of 
the district coming in February, 1976. The 
case was next heard in the lith Civil Appeals 
Court with their ruling in favor of the district 
coming June 24, 1976. 


The Texas Supreme Court refused to grant 


an application for Writ of Error in the case 
Dec. I, 1976. 
Plaintiffs in the suit were C. E. Carter, Leon 
Kelso, Frank Carter, Henry Ueckert, Darwin 
Hill and Carl Jackson. They sued the Hamlin 
Hospital District and its board of directors, 
plus the state attorney general. 
Frank Scarborough of Abilene is attorney 
for the plaintiffs.

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We are not sure that President 
Carter has the answer to America’s 
energy problem or not in this pack­ 
age that he sent to Congress but we 
are glad to see so much importance 
being placed on it.

Hight in this area alone 
there are several oil refineries that 
have been closed because they 
could not afford to meet all the 
federal requirements. 
We created a paper shortage 
almost over night because we shut 
down paper mills that could not 
meet the environmental standards. 
You can add industry after in* 
dustry to this list and then wonder 
how bureaucracy is going to solve 
this problem of energy. 


We have people right now that if 
left alone WUl close down 90 percent 
of the cotton gins in the state 
because of dust. 
These things were all done by 
dedicated people who believed in 
what they were doing but they 
could not have done much mon* 
damage to this nation if they bad 
been foreign agents. And this is 
what scares me — we can only 
wonder what may be forced on the 
American people in the name of 
conservation and the public good. 
On the one hand you have these 
dedicated public servants who can 
see nothing but their own cause and 
on the other hand you have the 
same old story of politics — gore 
everyone’s ox but your own. 
A good example of the latter is 
Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin 
who has been one of the outspoken 
critics of the oil and gas industry 
and insisting almost daily to keep 
price controls on oil and gas. Yet 
when interviewed recently as to 
why he was so active in his support 
of seeking additional price hikes 
for milk, it’s a different bali game 
“the dairy farmer’s costs have 
gone up, inflation has eaten into the 
profits and he needs more money if 
he is to produce more milk 
Sounds familiar doesn’t it. 
Another one is Hep. John Dingeil 
of Michigan who has been out­ 
spoken in his demand to break up 
the oil and gas companies in the 
nation, he was the first to scream to 
the high heavens when it appeared 
the administration was going to put 
huge taxes on gas-guzilers out of 
Michigan. 
Yes, we Americans need to 
conserve our energy and we need to 
solve a lot of other problems but at 
the same time we need to keep our 
eye on these people that have the 
power to regulate our lives 
Let us help the President solve 
both our current energy problem 
and our long range needs, but let us 
not give anyone a blank check to 
regulate our lives to meet their 
personal whims

Representatives passed by a 
vote of 102-36 a $695 4 million 
public school finance mea­ 
sure.

percent state funding of the 
foundation school program.

taxes at their current levels 
in 1977-78 and lower taxes to a 
statewide total in 1978-79

The Senate now w ill have 


to work on its public school 
funding measure, and if they 
fail to adopt the 
House 


m easure, a joint 
House- 


Senate conference committee 
w ill meet to work out a 
compromise bill. 
Although teacher salaries 


are not included in House Bill 
750, a $263 million pay bill has 
been approved by the House 
Public Education Committee 
and is expected to come 
before the full House within 
the next few weeks. 
This 
legislation 
would 


provide some $2*3 million for 
the biennium, with the bulk of 
the 
raise 
going 
to 
ex­ 
perienced teachers. 
The pay hikes would be 


formulated through a small 
increase in the base salaries 
and by creating three new 
pay steps beyond the IO steps

existence, 


making the top pay for a 


i bachelor's degree teacher on 


pay step 13 about $14,000 
annually

districts 


However, the bill will not 


take 
in 
the

assessor s appraisal duties 
unless the county assessor 
makes the decision to join the 
county wide appraisal unit. 
Retired teachers will get a 


significant boost in benefits if 
Senate B ill 74. as approved by 
the Senate State A ffairs 
Committee, is enacted into 
law 
This committee approved a 


$170 million proposal which 
would increase benefits to 


already retired teachers as 
well as those who will retire 
in the future. 


I believe that Senate Bill 74 


is a fair proposal, considering 
the many demands for state 
funds, and an improvement 
in the teacher retirement 
system that will benefit both 
former and present teachers.

Dear editor: 
One of the troubles with 
high-powered newspaper and 
television reporters is they’re 
too superficial, they don't go 
deep enough into the im­ 
portant news stories of the 
day. 
For example, the Supreme 
Court, by a vote of 5 to 4, has 
ruled it’s not unconstitutional 
to paddle a school kid. 
The wire services and the 
networks reported this, along 
with reports on why some 
members voted few, some 
against. 
But they left out what I 
wanted to know: How many 
members of the Supreme 
Court were paddled when 
they were In school? lf a 
member was paddled, did it, 
now years later, reflect itself 
in how he voted on this 


Constitutional crisis'’ Did the 
5 who voted for paddling get 
paddled when they were In 
school, and the 4 who voted 
against escape9 Or was it the 
other way around? That is, 
from which end did they 
approach it? While of course 
getting to the seat of the 
problem 
Reporters ought to get mi 
the ball and give us the new*. 
we’re really interested in, 
like does getting a paddling in 
school make a liberal or a 
conservative Supreme Court 
judge? 
Some people don’t think 
times have changed, but they 
have. Years ago, when a kid 
got paddled for misbehaving 
In school. It went to the 
Supreme Court, all right, but 
that court wasn’t located in 
Washington, it was 
much 
closer It was at home, where 
the kid automatically got 
another paddling for getting a 
paddling in school You might 
call this double jeopardy, but 
to the kid it was a signal of 
clear and present danger that 
if he didn’t straighten up he 
was going to have trouble 
sitting down. 


I don’t know whether this 
worked or not, but it sure 
saved legal expense. 
Also. I don’t know whether 
kids learned more or less 
years ago than kids do 
nowadays, but whatever was, 
more or less, it sure was 
quieter Oh, occasionally an 
eraser was thrown through a 
window, but never a teacher

FEDERAL COURT RULES FOR HOSPITAL 


Word was received here Wednesday morn­ 
ing that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has refused to hear the case against the 
Hamlin Hospital District. 


In a letter to John Watts of Willingham and 
Watts, attorneys for the Hospital District, 
Michael Kodak Jr. clerk of the Supreme Court 
said: “The Court today denied the petition for 


a writ of certiorari in the above-entitled case. ” 
The letter was dated April 25, 1977, and the 
case referred to was entitled, “C. E. Carter, et 
a1, vs. Hamlin Hospital District, et a1.” 


Watts said Wednesday morning that the 
Hospital Board was extremely pleased and 
will immediately begin the remodeling of the 
hospital. 


The case has been in the courts for over a 
year with the first ruling in the case by 104th 
District Court Judge J. Neil Daniel in favor of 
the district coming in February, 1976. The 
case was next heard in the lith Civil Appeals 
Court with their ruling in favor of the district 
coming June 24, 1976. 


The Texas Supreme Court refused to grant 


an application for Writ of Error in the case 
Dec. I 1976. 
Plaintiffs in the suit were C. E. Carter, Leon 
Kelso, Frank Carter, Henry Ueckert, Darwin 
Hill and Carl Jackson. They sued the Hamlin 
Hospital District and its board of directors, 
plus the state attorney general. 
Frank Scarborough of Abilene is attorney 
for the plaintiffs.

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We are not sure that President 
Carter has the answer to America’s 
energy problem or not in this pack­ 
age that he sent to Congress but we 
are glad to see so much importance 
being placed on it. 
The American people must be 
convinced that we have a problem. 
We really doubt that more 
bureaucracy wil1 do much to solve 
the problem but a concerned public 
can. Most of us could cut back a 
great deal in the amount of energy 
we waste without ever lowering our 
standard of living or without doing 
without any of the things we have 
come to expect. 
As Cong. Omar Burleson points 
out in his newsletter this week, 
“The President’s proposal on 
energy does nothing to increase 
production of energy supplies. The 
conservation measures mean 
sacrifices in our economy without 
anything to replace them.” 
He says it makes sense to con­ 
serve in an interim period while we 
seek additional resources but the 
controls which go with it are the 
main reason we are in the shape we 
are today. If we think we have 
controls and regimentation on the 
economy by 
a 
bureaucratic 
government, if all the elements of 
the energy policy were adopted, 
there would be inevitably more at 
the cost of every citizen in this 
Nation, he said. 
The biggest fear we have of both 
the 
Administration and 
the 
Congress is what they will do to us 
in the name of meeting this 
“crisis.” Sometimes the cure is 
worse than the disease.

Dear Editor: 
As we leave behind another 
Tax Day (April 15), there are 
a couple of bills pending in 
the House of Representatives 
which will be of interest to 
many persons in the Hamlin 
area. 
Some 54 million Americans 
are hit with an income tax 
penalty of up to 20 percent 
because they are single, or 
because they are married 
with both partners working. 
The Committee of Single 
Taxpayers (COIT) has been 
working for several years to 
eliminate this inequity. To 
accomplish this goal, Rep. Ed 
Koch has again introduced 
HR 850 in the House. 
Also pending in the House is 
HR 84, introduced by Rep. 
Herb Harris, which would 
make a beginning toward 
income tax equality for 
renters, similar to what has 
for so long been available to 
homeowners.

are facing

came about 
because nobody used any common 
sense when they started imposing 
all of the environmental controls on 
this nation. Right in this area alone 
there are several oil refineries that 
have been closed because they 
could not afford to meet all the 
federal requirements. 
We created a paper shortage 
almost over night because we shut 
down paper mills that could not 
meet the environmental standards. 
You can add industry after in­ 
dustry to this list and then wonder 
how bureaucracy is going to solve 
this problem of energy. 


We have people right now that if 
left alone will close down 90 percent 
of the cotton gins in the state 
because of dust. 
These things were all done by 
dedicated people who believed in 
what they were doing but they 
could not have done much more 
damage to this nation if they had 
been foreign agents. And this is 
what scares me — we can only 
wonder what may be forced on the 
American people in the name of 
conservation and the public good. 
On the one hand you have these 
dedicated public servants who can 
see nothing but their own cause and 
on the other hand you have the 
same old story of politics — gore 
everyone’s ox but your own. 
A good example of the latter is 
Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin 
who has been one of the outspoken 
critics of the oil and gas industry 
and insisting almost daily to keep 
price controls on oil and gas. Yet 
when Interviewed recently as to 
why he was so active in his support 
of seeking additional price hikes 
for milk, it’s a different ball game 
“the dairy farmer’s costs have 
gone up, Inflation has eaten into the 
profits and he needs more money if 
he is to produce more milk.” 
Sounds familiar doesn’t it. 
Another one is Rep. John Dinged 
of Michigan who has been out­ 
spoken in his demand to break up 
the oil and gas companies in the 
nation, he was the first to scream to 
the high heavens when it appeared 
the administration was going to put 
huge taxes on gas-guzxlers out of 
Michigan. 
Yes, we Americans need to 
conserve our energy and we need to 
solve a lot of other problems but at 
the same time we need to keep our 
eye on these people that have the 
power to regulate our lives. 
Let us help the President solve 
both our current energy problem 
and our long range needs, but let us 
not give anyone a blank check to 
regulate our lives to meet their 
personal whims.

PASTURE PUNTING 


Soil Conservation Service 
Pasture planting is in full 
swing in the California Creek 
Soil and water Conservation 
District. Coastal Burmuda- 
grass, Weeping lovegrass and 
Kleingrass are the three most 
popular grasses that are 
being used by Jones County 
farmers. All of the grasses 
are introduced grasses or not 
native to the United States. 
These grasses should be 
planted in pure stands.

The purchase of a new 
grass drill by the District, 
which can be rented from the 
Anson FFA Chapter, 
has 
made the planting of the cor­ 
rect amount of Weeping love­ 
grass or Kleingrass easier. 
The drill is equipped with a 
double culti-packer. The front 
one firms up the seedbed and 
the second one presses the 
grass seed into the ground. 
The importance of a well 
prepared seedbed cannot be 
over emphasized in a good 
pasture planting program. A 
seedbed can be prepared with 
a chisel plow, disk harrow or 
breaking plow depending (rn 
the equipment that you may 
have available. A seedbed 
should be prepared for grass 
the sam e way that you would 
prepare land to plant wheat 
or other small grain. It is 
important to leave the land 
level and smooth so that other 
operations such as weed 
control, 
fertilization 
or 
haying can be carried out on 
the pasture. 
Kleingrass is becoming a 
very popular grass in Jones 
County. It is better adapted to 
sandy loams and clay loam 
soils. It should be planted at 
the rate of two pounds of pure 
live seed per acre and fer­ 
tilized with at least 40-40-0 per 
acre. Weeds can be controlled 
by spraying with 2-4D or roto- 
cycled. 
Newly 
planted 
grasses should be rested the 
first growing season and 
allowed to develop 
a good 
root system. 
Weeping lovegrass and 
Coastal Bermudagrass have 
been used in the California 
Creek Soil and Water Con­ 
servation District for a 
number of 
years. 
Both 
grasses are 
adapted to 
sandy, loam and clay soils. 
Coastal bermudagrass does 
better where it gets extra 


water, either by irrigation or 
along natural waterways or 
overflow 
land. 
Erm elo 
lovegrass, the most used 
varity of weeping lovegrass, 
is adapted to all soil types but 
is used most on the deep 
sandy soils in this county. It is 
fairly easy to establish and 
produces an abundance of 
forage. It has produced more 
pounds of beef per acre, at 
the 
Renner 
Experim ent 
Station, including Coastal 
bermudagrass than any other 
perennial grass. 
If you are planting grasses 
and 
need 
assistance 
in 
planting or the management 
of these grasses contact 
Soil Conservation Service 
personnel at the local SCS 
office in Anson.

Legislative Report

The 
Texas 
House 
of 
Representatives passed by a 
vote of 102-36 a $695.4 million 
public school finance mea­ 
sure. 
This bill provides for 85 
percent state funding of the 
foundation school program. 
Under this legislation, 
however, school districts will 
be required to freeze local 
taxes at their current levels 
in 1977-78 and lower taxes to a 
statewide total in 1978-79. 
New provisions in House 
Bill 750 include: 
A shift from a 180-day 
school term to 174 days 
$117 million extra funding 
for such maintenance and 
operation costs for schools as 
utilities and supplies 
$21.5 million increase for 
transportation expenses 
$6.5 million increase for 
drivers education 
Fluids to hire additional 
teachers to lower the pupil- 
teacher ratio in kindergarten 
through grade three 
$2 million for extra per­ 
sonnel in districts with 
migrant student populations 
The Senate now will have 
to work on its public school 
funding measure, and if they 
fail to adopt the House 
measure, a joint House- 
Senate conference committee 
will meet to work out a 
compromise bill. 
Although teacher salaries 
are not included in House Bill 
750, a $263 million pay bill has 
been approved by the House 
Public Education Committee 
and is expected to come 
before the full House within 
the next few weeks. 
This legislation would 
provide some $2$3 million for 
the biennium, with the bulk of 
the raise going to 
ex­ 
perienced teachers. 
The pay hikes would be 
formulated through a small 
increase in the base salaries 
and by creating three new 
pay steps beyond the IO steps 
currently 
in 
existence, 
making the top pay for a 
bachelor’s degree teacher on 
pay step 13 about $14,000 
annually. 
The House also passed 
House Bill 846, the much 
discussed Property Tax Code 
Revision. 
This is a measure I opposed 
in its final form because it 
establishes a new state level 
bureaucracy without ac­ 
complishing all that much. 
House Bill 
846 would 
establish a single county- 
wide appraisal unit for all 
areas of the State, taking 
over the appraisal respon­ 
sibilities now vested in cities, 
school districts and special 
districts. 
However, the bill will not 
take in the county tax 
assessor's appraisal duties 
unless the county assessor 
makes the decision to join the 
county-wide appraisal unit. 
Retired teachers will get a 
significant boost in benefits if 
Senate Bill 74, as approved by 
the Senate State Affairs 
Committee, is enacted into 
law. 
This committee approved a 
$170 million proposal which 
would increase benefits to 


already retired teachers as 
well as those who will retire 
in the future. 
I believe that Senate Bill 74 
is a fair proposal, considering 
the many demands for state 
funds, and an improvement 
in the teacher retirement 
system that will benefit both 
former and present teachers. 


At the start of the century, 
few cancer patients could be 
saved.
